of the American Sheet and Tin Plate 
company for an Injunction against 
its striking employes at the Elwood 
(Ind.j plant was denied by Judge Ba- 
ker in the 
United Slates circuit 


-ourt. Jud£" Baker based his de- 
cision. h»; said, upon the fact 'hat the 
affidavits cf the company did not 
make any speciPc allegations against 
any of the defendants, and that it 
had not been shown thai the defend- 
ants had attempted to interfere with 
the Creccc.m of the petitioner in the 
labor market. 


Judge Baker held that the strikers

their employer in a body and that the 
strikers could maintain a system of 
picketing so long as they did nbt'in-

Jamc-e Kinnibur^h Brown of Edin- 


burgh, Scotland. !n an address some 
years ago. discussed th»s question and 
quoted from the Scientific American 
as follows 


"It is noticeable that a larger num- 


ber of the burnings of barns is men- 
tioned by the periodical press in the 
summer than of any other time. Some 
of the fires are undoubtedly caused 
by lightning-, 'he moist vapor from the 
un-cured hay making a favorable con- 
ductor of the electric fluid. But there 
are b-«rn fires which caa not be at- 
tributed to lightning, to lighting of 
matches, to light from lanterns, nor 
to the evasion of careless tramps. *>• 
may be that the spontaneous combus- 
tion of hay is as possible 
as 
the 


(spontaneous firing of cotton waste 
Lilt fibrous material, when moist and 
compressed, and defended from the 
cooling influences of the outward air, 
is subjected to a heating similar to 
that of fermentation, and in some in- 
stances the degree of heat is siffi- 
cient to cause actual- visible combus- 
tion.

GOVERNOR HARMON'S AXE 


What does an appointment by the 


Governor of Ohio mean? Do t-He sev- 
eral statutes creating various appoint- 
ive offices mean it hat they say when 
they in each instance provide that the 
appointee shall hold for definite period 
01 are these offices mere playthings 
for Governors to give at will and to 
take away because of piqne, whim or 
politics? 


Railroad Commissioner is appointe° 


to serve five years and the term of 
J. C- Morris -.vi'l regularly expire 
February, 1915. 


State Supervisor of Public Printing 


is appointed for two years and the 
term of John L. Sullivan will not ex- 
pire until May 31, 1910- 


Chief Inspector of Mines" term of 


office is four years r.nd the 'erm of 
George Harrison does not expire un- 
til April 30. 1D12. 


The same is true of the office of 


State Highway commissioner and the 
term of office of James C- Wonders 
does not expire until June 30, 1912. 


The term of office of the State In- 


spector of Oils is fixed by Statute at 
two years beginning May 15., 1908. 
and ending Hay 14, 1910 so that the 
term of office of William H. Phipps 


1 does not expire until May 14, 1910. 


Chief Examiner of Steam Engines 


is> appointed for a term of four years 
and the term of \Vm. D. Kennedy 
does not expire antil April SO. 1911. 


State Fire Marshall's term is two 


years and the term for \.'hlch W. S. 
Rogers was appointed does not expire 
till May 30, 1910- 


The Statutory tei m of office of Com- 


missioner of Insurance is for four 
years and the term of Charles C- Lem- 
ert does not expire until June 3, 1911 


There are many others that might 


be named but the ?bove mentioned 
instances ire cited to illustrate the 
situation. 


In every instance 
the appointment 


has been duly made by the Governor 
and confirmed by the Senate, and each 
person so named h?s duly qualified 
and is conducting his office. 


A Democratic Governor is elected 


and he treats all of these offices as if 
they were political pav/n to be played 
with for the sake of politics and in 
his game of nolitcs- 


The rights of these men he seeks 


to trample under loot, and satiate the 
voracious appetite of his party for 
office. 


It matters not. seemingly, to him 


how much the affairs of State may 
suffer at the hnnds ef 
incompetent 


officials just so he gets the Republi- 
can out and Democrat in. 
No matter 


how efficient the Republican may be 
nor when his term of office may expire 
he is doomed to walk the plan'.-:, if 
l,y any hook or crook the Governor 
can get rid of him. Even, as was the 
case with Rogers going so far as to 
invite the officer to his office and slip- 
ping in the new official wh'le he is 
gone and changing ihe looks and sis- 
ing other devious and doubtful meth 
ods to secure possession of the office
